Candidate promises rescue plan for middle class in ad

WASHINGTON In a campaign 
ad aired at a cost of millions, 
presidential candidate Barack 
Obama promised a rescue 
plan for the middle class in 
tough times Wednesday night 
as he reached for victory in his 
21-month quest for the presidency. 

“T will not be a perfect president,” Obama said in 
the commercial. “But I can promise you this —I will 
always tell you what I think and where I stand.” 

Aides described the unusual ad as a final summation 
of Obama’s campaign. They put the total cost at 
roughly $4 million, enough to show it simultaneously 
on CBS, NBC and Fox. It also was running on BET, 
Univision, MSNBC and TV One. 

Across 30 minutes, the commercial blended views of 
Obama speaking in a setting that resembled the Oval 
Office, at the Democratic National Convention and 
elsewhere as well as scenes of Americans discussing 
their economic and health-care troubles, and 
testimonials to the Democratic presidential candidate 
by politicians and business executives. 


The ad showed his wife, Michelle, and his two 
daughters as well as past photos of his black father 
from Kenya and white mother from Kansas. 

The campaign arranged to end the program with a 
live transmission of a campaign rally in Florida, one 
of several states where Obama is trying to capture 
traditionally Republican territory. 

After months of campaigning, Obama offered no 
new proposals in the ad. Instead, he stressed his plan 
to offer tax cuts to the middle class, “restore the long- 
term health of our economy and our middle class.” 

The ad was not appearing on ABC because by the 
time the network decided to offer the time slot to 
Obama, his campaign already had finalized the ad 
buy, according to people familiar with the discussions 
who requested anonymity because they were not 
authorized to comment publicly. 

Earlier, taping an appearance on “The Daily Show,” 
Obama said he had to reassure one of his daughters 
that the commercial would not pre-empt everything. 

“Iwas describing this to Michelle and my daughters, 
and Malia, who’s ro, said, ‘Hold up a second. Are you 
saying that my programs are going to be interrupted?’ I 
said, ‘No, we didn’t buy on Disney.’ She was relieved.”

Putting pants 
into perspective 


Kids, it’s said, have a way of putting things in perspective. And I’m 
here to tell you: It’s true! 

Here I'd been obsessing about the economy, the election and 
whether Joaquin Phoenix has really quit acting when my 3-year-old 
son shook me from my petty adult preoccupations. 

“Why isn’t that robot wearing pants?” he asked. 

We were watching a video of a (pantless) robot fight a giant octo- 
pus on TV for the 300th time that evening. 

“Robots don’t wear pants,” I said. 

But that’s not the kind of answer a kid will accept. “But 
whyyyyyyyyyyyy don’t they wear pants?” 

Here you have two choices: You can send the kid to his room 
and have some peace until he grows up and becomes a convict, or 
you can settle in for a lengthy discussion about who and what wears 
pants that may save you from watching the video for a 301st time. 

“Well,” I began, not sure where I was heading, “robots don’t wear 
pants because, well, you know, they don’t make pants that fit robots’ 
unusual dimensions.” 

“But,” my son said, “Kim Kardashian wears pants.” 

“Hmm, you have a point there. Want to watch the video again?” 

“Change” has been the mantra of this year’s election, and every- 
one seems to really want it, whatever it is. For some, it’s universal 
health coverage; for others, it’s a brand-new $150,000 wardrobe. 

But it’s hard to imagine us getting change in fundamental ways 
that truly affect how we live, just like robots are unlikely to start 
wearing pants, even when they’re really cold. 

The middle class is always held up as the ideal by politicians. They 
refer to us ad nauseam as the “American People” —a term I hate, not 
because I don’t consider myself an American person, but because 
whenever politicians use it, it’s like they’re talking about us as if we 
aren’t in the same room. It’s like we’re 3-year-olds. 

“The American People aren’t wearing diapers anymore, but they 
still wear pull-ups to bed.” 

“We don’t wanna go to bed!” 

“You're not going to bed yet, American People. I’m just telling Mr. 
Brokaw about you. Here, have a cookie.” 

But a tax cut here, a promise to reduce food and energy costs 
there won't change the way so many of us live— parents working 
full-time; kids as young as 1 spending all day away from home; three 
hours (at the most) every evening to eat, buy crap from China, fix 
that crap, pay bills and ponder either why our entire financial system 
has collapsed or the sartorial habits of artificial life forms. 

At the risk of sailing off the Great Cliffs of Triteness, the essential 
question that’s been posed to me of why robots don’t wear pants has 
me wondering why the answer necessarily has to be some variation 
of “because that’s just the way it’s always been.” Couldn’t we some- 
how reprogram our culture so that the path from Point A in the 
morning to Point B at the end of the day is a little less, well, robotic? 

Or maybe I just need to stop wearing pants. That’s the way it is in 
Europe, I think.

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CTA riders 
speak out 
at hearings

The CTA’s proposed fare hikes faced 
scrutiny Wednesday night from more 
than 100 people, some of whom said 
the added costs would hurt those most 
affected by the sagging economy. 

South Side resident Gregory Gaither, 
59, told the CTA board that, among other 
things, the fare increase would hurt the 
Maywood church he and some 400 others 
attend. Gaither later said he believed up 
to 20 percent of churchgoers at Miracle 
Revival Cathedral, 2010 St. Charles Rd., 
take public transportation there from the 
South and West Sides each Sunday. 

“Chicago has become a very expensive 
city to live,” said Gaither, a former CTA 
bus driver. “As a native Chicagoan ... I 
would not like to see Chicago become 
one of those places where it’s so expensive 
that you can’t live here.” 

The CTA plans to raise some fares 
as much as 50 cents to $2.25 a ride. The 
agency also would eliminate the bonus 
for Chicago Card users and increase the 
price of a 30-day pass to $90. 

At the same time, the agency, which 
is increasing spending about 10 percent 
to $1.3 billion, plans to eliminate the 
equivalent of 623 full-time jobs. 

The CTA lays part of the blame for its 
budget shortfall on the governor’s decision 
in January to extend free rides to seniors, 
a gift the agency says costs it about $39 
million a year. Fare increases are projected 
to generate $42 million per year. 

Among those who spoke in favor of the 
proposed budget was Civic Federation 
President Laurence Msall. “We believe 
it’s responsible because it maintains 
service,” he told the CTA board. 

But some at Wednesday’s meeting 
expressed frustration that the CTA was 
back asking the public for more money 
just 10 months after the state legislature 
passed a quarter-cent increase in the sales 
tax in the Chicago region to help the 
beleaguered agency. 

“Tt hasn’t even been a year yet, and 
we're talking about this again,” said 
Robert Stone, another frustrated CTA 
rider.

Gun hidden near 
where Hudson’s 
nephew found 


Police found a handgun hidden in shrubs 
Wednesday just a block south of the location 
where 7-year-old Julian King’s body was found 
earlier this week. 

The weapon was being tested to compare 
with ballistics taken from the murder scenes 
where actress Jennifer Hudson’s family 
members were slain, police said while offering 
few other details. 

Officials would not say whether the gun was 
a.45-caliber weapon, the type sources said was 
used to kill Hudson’s nephew, King, as well as 
the celebrity’s mother, Darnell Donerson, and 
her brother, Jason Hudson. 

A few other “small bits of evidence,” also 
were recovered next to the gun, which was 
nestled in thick shrubs in a vacant lot in the 
1400 block of South Kolin Avenue, according 
to Nicholas Roti, deputy chief of patrol for 
Harrison Area. King’s body was discovered 
Monday morning, slumped in the back seat 
of a Chevy Suburban parked in the 1300 block 
of South Kolin. 

King, who had been shot twice in the head, 
had been missing since Friday, when Hudson 
and Donerson, were found shot to death in 
the family’s Englewood home at 7or9 S. Yale 
Ave. 

Police were clearly taking the discovery 
of the weapon seriously, but police sources 
cautioned against reading too much into 
the discovery before forensic testing was 
conducted. 

Discarding a murder weapon so close to 
the location of King’s body would be an 
unlikely and desperate act, one veteran police 
investigator said.

Reserve cuts key 
interest rate again 


WASHINGTON The Federal Reserve 

has slashed a key interest rate by half 
a percentage point as it seeks to revive 
an economy hit by a long list of maladies 
stemming from the most severe financial 
crisis in decades. 

The cut marked the second half-point 
reduction in the funds rate this month. 
The Fed slashed the rate by that amount 
in a coordinated move with foreign cen- 
tral banks on Oct. 8. 

In a brief statement explaining 
Wednesday’s action, the Fed said that the 
“intensification of financial market tur- 
moil is likely to exert additional restraint 
on spending, partly by further reducing 
the ability of households and business to 
obtain credit.” 

The central bank said that “downside 
risks to growth remain,” holding out the 
promise of further rate cuts if needed. 
Many analysts said they believe the Fed 
will not stop at 1 percent if officials see 


The central bank on Wednesday 
reduced its target for the federal 
funds rate, the interest banks charge 
on overnight loans, to 1 percent, a 
low last seen in 2003-2004.

1958, when Dwight Eisenhower was 
president.

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Cuban revelation

Alberto Gonzalez, the owner 
of new Cuban spot 90 Miles, 
has impeccable timing. A 


former mortgage broker, he 90 Miles 
couldn’t have picked a better ern aaa r

year to get out of his old line oes 


of work and open a restaurant 
that sells nothing priced more \ 
than $10. 

The cafe, which Gonzalez runs with his wife, 
Christine, drew an almost instant following when it 
opened in early September. The tiny, counter-seating- 
only dining room is often so packed that folks happily 
eat while standing up, and Gonzalez tells us he’s already 
looking into expanding. 

One bite of a 90 Miles sandwich and you'll under- 
stand why business is booming. The menu, which 
includes entrees and inexpensive snacks such as tostones 
and croquetas in addition to those addictive sandwiches, 
is based on time-tested family recipes (Gonzalez’s grand- 
parents worked in the catering business in Cuba before 
the Castro years). 

The atmosphere doesn’t hurt either. The enthusiastic 
Gonzalez, who was born in Cuba in the late 60s and 


came to the US. during the Mariel Boatlift in 1980, is 
almost always behind the counter. Ask for a recom- 
mendation and he’ll steer you toward the sandwiches, 
a lineup that includes the 90 Miles take on a classic 
lechon (roasted pork) sandwich— Gonzalez includes a 
slice of sweet plantain to offset the grilled onions and 
spicy garlic mojo. 

Most sandwiches, including a tasty 8-inch Cubano, are 
just $6.50. Full dinner plates 
such as ropa vieja include rice, 
black beans and plantains and 
clock in at $9.95. You can 
wash it all down with a Cuban 
soft drink like Ironbeer (sort 
of a Cuban version of Dr. 
Pepper) or Jupina (pineapple 
soda) for $1.25. 

Though it’s easy to keep 
your tab under $20, there’s 
just one problem: You'll be 
back to drop another $20.

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Explore San Francisco by cable car

SAN FRANCISCO San Francisco’s cable cars carry 7.5 
million people each year. Many of these passengers 
board at Powell and Market Streets, the famous 
turnaround site at the end of the line. Here tourists 
can snap pictures of workers manually swiveling the 
cars around to begin the route again. 

But visitors may not realize there actually are 
three cable lines, each with its own flavor. The sce- 
nic Powell-Mason and Powell-Hyde lines both begin 
at Powell and Market. The third line, the California 
Line, is the least crowded and least known to tour- 
ists but also offers lovely views. Here’s what you 
should know about the California Line: 


Where it goes 

Following 1.2 miles along California Street, from 
Drumm Street to Van Ness Avenue, the California 
line runs through the financial district, then to the 
exclusive Nob Hill neighborhood. 


Things to see 

Before boarding, hit the Ferry Building in The 
Embarcadero on Market Street. On Tuesdays 
and Saturdays, locals shop for produce at the 
Embarcadero Farmer’s Market. At the Ferry Plaza 


Wine Merchant’s tasting room, you can taste wines 
from around the world, and at the Hog Island 
Oyster Co., you can sample oysters harvested daily 


from nearby Tomales Bay. 


The California line is known for its steep grade. 
Looking up from Drumm, you can see the Powell 
cable line crossing California at the top of Nob Hill, 
with cars and passengers silhouetted against the sky. 
As you near the top of the hill, look back and see the 
architecture of downtown San Francisco, with San 
Francisco Bay and Bay Bridge as a backdrop. 

If you get off at California and Grant, you’re just 
a few blocks from Portsmouth Square in the heart 


of Chinatown. 


Continuing along the California line, you'll see 
Grace Cathedral and the city’s most posh hotels, such 
as the Ritz-Carlton at Stockton, and the Fairmont 
and Mark Hopkins hotels. The Mark Hopkins is 
known for its sky bar, Top of the Mark, with its sweep- 
ing 360-degree views of San Francisco and the bay.
